Hanks elimiiiated all of a 
$9500 item for road repairs 
contained in the regular road 
and bridge budget because, he 
said, there would be sufficient 
funds in the permanent road 
fund to do the work. The action 
cut the regular road and bridge 
fund budget to $40,325, same as 
last year. The permanent road 
fund budget was left at $52,000, 
same as last year. Tax levies 
were in the same amounts. 

The electors approved with¬ 
out any dissent a town* fund ap¬ 
propriation of $54,710 and a tax 
levy at the same figure to pro¬ 
vide taxes to finance the ap¬ 
propriated expenditures. 

General Assistance Levy 

They also approved a budget 
and tax lexy of $36,043 in the 
general assistance fund, un¬ 
changed from last year. Tax 
levies of $4500 and $2500 were 
approved for the Municipal Re¬ 
tirement Funds in the general 
assistance and road and bridge 
appropriations. 

Resolutions fixing the salary 
of Town Clerk John Karlechik 
at $2500 per year and the sal¬ 
ary of supervisor Harry Briggs 
at $1450 per year also were ap¬ 
proved. 

The meeting, in which Rod¬ 
ney Redmon served as modera¬ 
tor, was in contrast to those of 
past years when large groups 
of electors .challenged budget 
items and administration pro¬ 
cedure. 

Nearest approach to an open 
discussion occurred when 
Briggs was asked by a mem- 
• ber of the audience if any war¬ 
rants were outstanding. 

Clear of Debt 

Briggs explained that only 
one warrant is outstanding in 
the general assistance fund and 
said the township is required 
by law to anticipate a small 
amount each year to qualify 
for state aid. 

Otherwise, Briggs told the 
meeting. Nameoki township is 
clear of all debt ‘‘and 1 don’t 
see any reason why we ever 
should l?e In the red again.” 

Briggs explained that when 
he was elected supervisor in 
1957, Nameoki township had a 
debt of $120,000. All of this has 
been retired by annual pay¬ 
ments over the last ten years. 

"Today we don’t Owe a dime 
to anyone," Briggs said.

Balancing IKy food Budget is Child’s Play with Kroger’s 


Chouteau township tax levies 
of $18,000 for the town fund 
and $10,700 for the general as¬ 
sistance fund showing a total 
decrease of $2000 from the pre¬ 
vious year, were approved at 
the annual town meeting Tues¬ 
day afternoon in the township 
hall. 

The annual budget totaling 
$143,460 for 1968-69 was ap¬ 
proved without change from 
tentative figures. Included 
were $27,400 for the town fund, 
$22,110 for the general assist¬ 
ance fund, $42,450 for the road 
and bridge fund, $41,500 for the 
permanent road fund and 
$10,000 for the equipment and 
building fund. 

Walter Sparks, township su¬ 
pervisor, told about 20 electors 
present that the new tax rate 
is reduced 13 mills from last 
year, down from 12.4 to 11.1 
cents due primarily to in¬ 
creased assessed valuation of 
about $3% million. 

Road Budget Scored 

Some electors criticized a 
$12,400 increase in the road 
and bridge fund and $2,000 hike 
in the permanent road fund 
established last year for four 
years. 

James Estes, highway com¬ 
missioner, explained that his 
department has been operating 
on tax anticipation warrants, 
that the township has been 
losing money on Interest and 
that attempts are being made 
to operate in the black. He 
added that the township high¬ 
way equipment is old, requir¬ 
ing expensive maintenance, 
and that funds are insufficient 
to purchase new equipment. 

Sparks explained that all 
townships have had the same 
difficulty, and that the last 
State Legislature authorized a 
17% increase in the tax levy to 
help resolve the difficulties. 

Mosquito Control 

A dispute arose among elec¬ 
tors and township officials be¬ 
cause of lack of provisions in 
the budget for a mosquito con¬ 
trol program. 

George Gibson claimed that 
a mosquito program was prom¬ 
ised for this year at last year’s 
annual meeting, but Sparks 
said he later was advised by 
the township attorney, the 
state's attorney and the Town¬ 
ship Officials Association that 
the township cannot legally use 
tax funds for mosquito control. 

He said a mosquito abate¬ 
ment district, similar to fire 
protection districts, could be 
established by petitioning the 
circuit court to hold an elec-

Gibson called lor action to 
set an election at the June 11 
primary, but Donald Buckley, 
township attorney, doubted 
that this could be done. 

Sparks added that it would 
cost the township $12,000 a 
year to operate the program, 
and that some areas now con¬ 
duct voluntary programs fi¬ 
nanced by civic organizations 
and individuals. 

$1000 Junk Yard Fee 

The eleclors also were vocal, 
and more successful, in a pro¬ 
posed ordinance increasing 
junk yard fees from $50 to 
$300. Town Clerk George War- 
necke said the hike would 
bring the township to the same 
level as other townships in the 
county and make the area less 
attractive to prospective junk 
dealers. 

The township now has no 
junk yards. To make the area 
even less attractive to dealers, 
a motion was entered by James 
Sliner to increase the fee to 
$1000.

For Levee District 
Due This Month 


the Quact-City area will be held 
up until ’ the latter part of this 
month in an effort to elimin¬ 
ate the practice of extending 
last year's tax rate for the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary 
district. Miss Eulalia Hotz, 
Madison county clerk, told the 
Press-Record today. 

For the past three years the 
county clerk has been re¬ 
quired to include the tax rate 
of the levee district for the 
previous year in completing 
computation of tax extensions 
for Granite City, NameOki, 
Venic $nd Chouteau townships 
because of long delay by St. 
Clair county officials in de¬ 
termining the district's assess¬ 
ed valuation. 

Miss Hdtz said today that 
Daniel Ring, St. Clair county 
clerk, has assured her that the 
levee district’s valuation will 
be determined by the end of 
this month. This would permit 
the Madison county tax exten¬ 
sion division in Miss Hotz's 
office to use a current rate 
figure. 

The announcement came 
simultaneously with an expres¬ 
sion of concern by levee dis¬ 
trict officials over extension of 
a rate which levee district at¬ 
torney John Sprague describ¬ 
ed as an unofficial rate sub¬ 
ject to tax objections. 

Tax Objections Filed 
Sprague told the levee dis¬ 
trict board in its regular meet 
ing yesterday that some action 
must be taken to eliminate the 
practice since several tax ob¬ 
jections were filed against 
1966 taxes collected last year 
on grounds that the rate exten¬ 
sion was illegal. 

Miss Hotz adopted the prac 
tice of using the levee dis¬ 
trict’s prevous rate on the 
basis of a legal opinion by for¬ 
mer State's Atty. Joseph Bar- 
tylak after delay by St. Clair 
county in completing assess¬ 
ment extensions threatened to 
hold up completion of Quad- 
City tax books in 1965 to such 
an extent that many area tax¬ 
ing agencies would face seri¬ 
ous financial difficulties. In 
recent years St. Clair county 
has been from six months to 
nearly a year behind in assess¬ 
ment and tax extension work. 

Miss Hotz pointed out that if 
the official levee district 
assessment is made available 
by the end of April, the delay 
in the Quad-City books should 
not be too long nor too serious. 

Sprague told the levee board 
that only a few objections were 
filed on the basis of the old 
rates, and that only a small 
amount of tag money is .in¬ 
volved. He said, however, that 
the potentiality of further ob¬ 
jections if the practice were 
continued should expedite all 
efforts to use current assess¬ 
ment figures in determining the 
rates.

Now that the U. S. Supreme Court has ex¬ 
tended the one man, one vote concept to county 
and city governments (it was applied to Con¬ 
gress and state legislatures four years ago) no 
time should be wasted in implementing it. 

The court is interpreting the equal protec¬ 
tion clause of the 14 th Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment as requiring that each resident have a vote 
whose weight is substantially equal to the vote 
of every other resident. 

Its ruling Monday applied to the makeup 
of the county governing body in Midland coun¬ 
ty, Tex. As creatures of the state, the opinion 
said, political subdivisions must avoid disparities 
in voting district population just as they must 
not abridge freedom of speech, establish an 
official religion, arrest without probable cause 
or deny due process of law. Cities, towns and 
counties were specifically mentioned. 

Much progress has been made in the Quad- 
Cities in equalizing ward size, although Granite 
City and Madison are still faced with the task 
of eliminating one present ward in each city. 

It seems doubtful that Madison county 
currently complies closely enough with the one 
man, one vote requirement, even though its 
townships elect varying numbers of county 
board members according to their census count. 

Because actions of disproportionately elect¬ 
ed governments are subject to challenge, Illinois 
has a responsibility to set up redjstricting ma¬ 
chinery as soon as possible. Without such guide¬ 
lines, revamping of county boards is much less 
likely to proceed expeditiously. 

The subject should be placed near the top 
of the agenda for' action by Illinois legislators 
in their special session beginning July 1 5. 

St. Clair Avenue Capacity, Safety 
Improved By One-Way Council Vote 

Creation of one-way traffic on the two 
separated sections of St. Clair avenue at this 
week's Granite City council meeting was an ex¬ 
cellent move. 

The attractive center parkway has been 
divided this spring by installation of crossing 
lanes at each block, eliminating any potential 
access inconvenience that might have resulted. 

The one-way designation improves the 
value and capacity of St. Clair as a vehicular 
artery and also makes it much safer than when 
two-way traffic was crowding both sides. 


That there is “many a slip 'twixt the cup 
and the lip" was proven once again Thursday 
when the Illinois Supreme Court overturned the 
service occupation tax, which had been expected 
to produce at least $70 million a year or $140 
million a biennium, slightly over 2% of the $6.- 
200,000,000 budget for July 1967-June 1969. 

Due to the uncertain legality of the service 
tax, which had been challenged in the courts 
immediately, the funds in recent months were 
placed in "protested" accounts rather than be¬ 
ing expended by the state, counties and cities;. 
About $24 million is in escrow and presumably 
can be returned to taxpayers, if a method of 
doing this can be found. 

The 5% tax (4J4% to the state and 
y A % to cities or counties) applied to special 
machine made tools, graphic arts, drugs sold 
by pharmacists, and repairs on su<Sh personal 
property as autos and television sets. The high 
court held it was invalid because it violated the 
constitutional requirement that taxes be assessed 
uniformly. 

The basic 4% (3'A% state and '/ 2 Ce¬ 
city-county) service occupation tax on miscel¬ 
laneous sales and service occupations remains 
in effect. 

Already scheduled to reconvene July 15, 
the General Assembly will face a more difficult 
task than disposing of the several hundred bills 
filed this year for its consideration. Unless there 
can be enough spending cutbacks, additional 
funds will need to be found. 

One consolation for the legislators, who 
will be deliberating at a time when the important 
general election is only about three months 
away, is that any new tax voted in the special 
session will be bipartisan in nature. Republicans 
control both the senate and house but lack die 
two-thirds margin required for passage. 

Gl Joe Still Has a Sense of Humor 

The Vietnam war has been called “tragedy 
on a treadmill" due to the steady loss of life 
without attainment of visible objectives.

Utilizing brush pens, GIs are decorating 
flak vests with such slogans as "Caution—may 
be hazardous to your health" and cloth helmet 
covers with such "hippie" sayings as "keep Cali¬ 
fornia green — legalize grass (euphemism for 
marijuana)" and "God isn t dead-just tempo¬ 

rarily unemployed." Often close to death them¬ 
selves, they include such "black humor.” as 
"W. C. Fields isn’t dead; he's alive and drank 
in Harrisburg, Pa.”

This is one 
exception where the same ex¬ 
emption may be claimed on two 
tax returns.

Assessors Begin 
Annual Personal 
Property Canvass 

The annual assessment of 
personal property by deputy 
township assessors was begun 
in the Quad-Cities and other 
Madison county townships Mon¬ 
day. The assessment is begun 
each year on April 1 in accord¬ 
ance with state law. 

Taxes due on the assess¬ 
ments made this year are pay¬ 
able in 1969 On the basis of tax 
levies adopted meanwhile by 
taxing agencies within the vari¬ 
ous districts. The uniform ratio 
of assessments this year will 
be 55% of fair market value. 

Among items to be assessed 
by deputy assessors dTe pass¬ 
enger autos, trucks, buses, 
trailers and mobile homes; 
household furniture and fur¬ 
nishings according to the num¬ 
ber of rooms; other personal 
property including boats, mo¬ 
tor. airplanes and other items. 

S om e persons of limited 
means, such as relief clients, 
the aged or sick, are put on 
a non-assessment basis be¬ 
cause the expense of ultimate¬ 
ly collecting a tax would ex¬ 
ceed the tax itself and add to 
existing hardships. 

If a taxpayer is not at home 
when the assessor calls, a form 
and envelope are left in the 
door. The form is to be mailed 
to the assessors office within 
three days. If they fail to do 
so, the assessor may estimate 
the amount of the assessment 
and add a 50% penalty.

Non-Science Student And the Physics Course 


Can a non-science student 
find happiness in a physics 
course? Yes, say Harvard un¬ 
dergraduates, if the teacher

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six of the nation's distinguished 
college professors who will be 
profiled in National Educational 
Television’s “Men Who Teach'' 
series. 

The Holton program, the se¬ 
ries' premiere, will be broad¬ 
cast Monday, April 15, at 8:30 
p.m. on Channel 9 (Ketc). 


Holton, a Harvard physics 
professor since 1959, believes 
that a science teacher should 
help the student to see beauty 
in the physical world. In one 
experiment he illustrates how 
sound waves can form strik¬ 
ingly beautiful patterns. Cover¬ 
ing a metal plate with sand, 


Holton runs a bow down its 
edge to make various sounds 
and patterns. Each time he 
makes a different sound, the 
sand moves to form a new and 
interesting design — an unusu¬ 
ally shaped star, another a 
"Jack Frost” snowflake. 

In his course for the non-sci¬ 


ence student, Holton tries to 
bridge what author C. P. Snow 
called the "gulf of mutual in¬ 
comprehension between literary 
intellectuals at one pole and 
scientists at the other.” His own 
philosophy for the course says 
that people leam differently. 

Some, he says, leam physics 
mathematically, others ver¬ 
bally, and still others through 
first-hand observation and ex¬ 


perimentation. To make scien¬ 
tific knowledge available to 
.everyone, even those who will 
never pursue science as a ca¬ 
reer, Holton believes that these 
differences have to be taken 
into account. 

His students respond enthusi¬ 
astically. One undergraduate 
says he was amazed at being 
able “to stay awake” during 
the lectures. Holton, he says, 


communicates not only his mas¬ 
tery of the material, but the 
sense of excitement it generates 
as well. 

A Radcliffe girl recalls her 
amazement on discovering that 
science had no answers for 
questions she had posed. For 
the first time she saw science 
as a dynamic, on-going field 
and the discovery became an 


important part of • her educa-
